The Free Library bill only awaits the Gov- 
ernor’s signature to become a law, and, as it 
has the emergemey olause attached, to go 
into effect immediately.

THE LAKE FRONT QUESTION. 


Tae resolution proposed by the Committee 
on the Judiciary of the Common Council, in
